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A few words will be sufficient to account for the 
appearance of tbe ' following pages. Several of 
them were written to calm the sorrow, and relieve 
the loneliness of bereavement; and so they have 
become dear to the Writer’s mind. To many 
sympathizing friends they will probably possess 
a like interest; and will serve to show the differ- 
ent moods and phases of sorrow and trust, of 
suffering and hope, under which, he thanks God, 
he has been disciplined. 

Some of the verses have already appeared in 
different publications which are now out of print ; 
these have been inserted as links to join the 
whole together in a Series for Lent and Easter. 

It has long been a custom with the Writer 
to select *' ‘ Verses ” appropriate to the different 
“ Church Seasons”; and to keep them as a kind 
of abiding thought fcu£ .the Day. We all know 
how particular -tunesj*; und certain poetical lines 



haunt the Memory;.' 'At first breaking in as a

thought, — or under-current of thought, — on what- 
ever we are doing, and whatever we are meditating, 
until at length they linger but as a faint echo ; 
and then die away. Nevertheless they often leave 
some suggestion of peace, or some quieting influ- 
ence behind them. This custom prompted the 
attempt to supply metrical thoughts, or aspirations 
for the use of those who would try the comfort 
and profit of such a practice. 

Some may think that the beautiful “ Thoughts 
in Terse” for the “ Christian Year” have removed 
all necessity for any help beside them. But the 
weekly banquet of those “rich sweets,” followed 
up uninterruptedly for many years, has still left 
some not so fastidious but that they can occasion- 
ally turn to other and simpler fare. The eager 
and still increasing taste for Poetry, devotional 
and suggestive, is a full proof of this. If this 
contribution, added to the stores which already 
exist, furnish one line which may suggest a new 
“holy thought” for a single day or hour, it will 
have answered some end, beside having supplied 
occupation to fill up an hour of loneliness, or to 
lead, into a better channel than repining, a mind 
temporarily unnerved by sorrow.
